William E. Wright, of Des Moines, 
Iowa, alleged bandit, who was killed 
by police officers at Mobile yester- 
day morning, was taken into custody 
at the local terminal station this 
afternoon by police detectives who 
had been notified by New Orleans to 
be on the lookout for her. 

Mrs. Wright, when taken to police 
headquarters along with her trunk 
and other personal effects, was found 
to have in her possession $12,545 
in currency, which she told police was 
part of the loot taken. from the 
Frenchman street branch of the 
Marine ._Bank of New Orleans in a 
daring holdup a few days ago. Among 
other things found in the trunk was 
/a sawed-off shotgun. 


On Train With Husband. 

Although reluctant at first to an- 
Swer questions at police headquarters 
Mrs. Wright gradually became com- 
municetive. She admitted having been. 
on the train yesterday morning at 
Mobile when her husband was killed, 
but said that she wes not in the 
same car at the time the shooting oc- 
curred. However, she denied having 
been with him at the time of the bank 
holdup in New Orleans. She gave 
their New Orleans address as 116 
South Berbigney street. Upon hear- 
ing of her husband's death while in 
the station at Mobile, according to her 
statement, she decided it best to re- 
main upon the same train and came 
directly to Jacksonville, arriving here 
late last night. 

Mrs. Wright said she met Wright 
at Des Moines early in September of 
this year about the time of the open- 
ing of the Iowa schools. THe went 
away, she said, but wrote her con 
stantly during his absence, - Her 
mother, upon finding some of the 
letters, voiced her objections ‘ta the 
attentions of Wright and insisted 
that her daughter discontinue the 
correspondence. Early in the preseut 
month .Wright reappeared at Des 
Moines and they immediately eloped 
to Olathe, Kansas, where they were 
married, December 5.

ASSAILED IN SUN 


Carl F. Hutcheson, Atlanta attor- 
ney, Wednesday charged extravagance 
and irregularities to the city board 
of education in a suit filed in Fulton 
superior court to enjoin consumma- 
tion of a. contract for steel lockers 
for the new Senior High scheol for 
girls, recently awarded to Foote & 
Davies compary. 

Judge Jobn D. Humphries, of Ful- 
granted a tem- 
porary restraining order pending 4 
hearing on the petition January 3. 

The petition charges that in response 
to a request of R. L. McCullough. 
business manager of the schdovls. eigbi 
firms submitted bids on the jockers. 
The Federal Steel Fixture company, 
of Chicago, bid $5,081.50, which was 
the lowest figure. The contract was 
awarded to Feote & Davies, for $9, 
348.60, according to the suit. 

“John T. Hancock, one of the de- 
fendants herein, is a member of the 
board of eduestion, being president 
thereof, and is salesmanager and 
stockholder in the corporation, to wit: 
Foote & Davies company, to which the 
award was made,” the petition states. 
“Said award was made by a commit- 
tee of the defendants and raises the 
presumption of suspicton.” 

The suit alleges that the hid of 
the Foote & Davies company was re- 
ceived at the office of the city pur- 
chasing agent half an hour after the 
specified ‘time limit had expired. For 
this reason, it is claimed, the bid 
should have heen voided as “unfair, 
unjust, inequitable and illegal.” 

Mr. Hutcheson further charges that 
appeintment of a purchasing commit- 
tee, which passed upon the bids, was 
illezu1] because of a previous resolu- 
tion of the board abolishing all com- 
mittees as agencies of the board of 
education. The purchasing committee 
was appointed. the suit says, without 
the hoard rescinding ‘ts former action 
of abolishing all committees. 

The petition claims that an agree- 
ment was made to pay for the lock- 
ers out of the 1925 funds, an arrange- 
ment whic “ould not be made legal- 
lv, Mr. Hutcheson states. heeause the 
board as constitute] in 1924 will not 
be the same organization in 192°.

UPON POSTAL BILL 


Washington, December 31.—An 
agreement was reached today hy the 
joint. congressional postoffice sub- 
committee to recommend that provi- 
sions of the alministration bill inereas- 


ing postal rates and salaries be ef- 
fective for one year only, pending 
further hearings. 
ith the conclusion of hearings on 
the measure tcday, the subcommittee 
took under advisement the proposed 
legislation and Chairman “Moses an- 
nounced that several amendments re- 
easting the rate increases of the vari- 
ous classes of mail were favored. 
Senator Moses called the _ sub- 
committee into session for Friday 


morning, at. which time he. will pre- 
sent the amendments. It is hoped by 
administration leaders that the bill 
will be whipped into shape for a re- 
port to the senate by Tuesday, when 
that body has agreed to vote on 
fresident Coolidge’s veto of the postal 
salary increase measure passed last 
session. 

Chairman Sterling, of the senate 
postoffice committee, expressed the 
opinion today that the vetp would be 
sustained on the strength of the new 
measure, which provides for the same 
increases in salaries, but also includes 
rate advance® to meet the cost of the 
salary increases. 

Senator Mcses did not state the 
opinion of the senate and house joint 
subcommittee on the reapportionment 
of the rate increases among the vari- 
cus classes of mail recommended vy 
He said, 
however, that subcommitteemen were 
inclined to favor eliminating the pres- 
ent differentials in second class mail 
rates under which religious, agricul- 
tural and educational pyblications re- 
ceive preferential rates. Under this 
plan, all second class matter would be 
placed on the same basis. There also 
were indications, he said, that mem- 
bers favored reducing the present 
number of zones for fourth and second 
class mail. ; 

It is the purpose of the subcom- 
mittee to have the salary and rate 
increases go into effect for one year, 
within 60 days after enactment of the 
bill into law, and to reopen hearings 
en the rate increases later with a 
view to recommending permanent leg- 
islation at the next session.
